MMR JAB ADVICE 


W ITH the school 
summer holiday 
fast approaching, 
parents are being 
urged to check their children 
are protected against measles by 
making sure they have had two 
doses of the measles, mumps and 
rubella (MMR) vaccine. 

Many children starting school 
for the first time, or moving 
up to secondary school, can 
be vulnerable to catching 
infectious diseases if they are 
not fully immunised. Measles 
is highly infectious and can be 


life threatening. Figures show 
an increase in cases across the 
country - with particularly high 
levels in Hackney. Information 
leaflets have been sent to local 
schools, explaining how to ensure 
every child is vaccinated. 

The MMR jab is free on the 
NHS and can be provided by a 
GP, but extra walk-in clinics have 
also been arranged to make sure 
as many children as possible can 
be seen before the new school 
year begins. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Health, 


Social Care, and Culture, said: 
“Many people wrongly assume 
that measles is a harmless 
childhood disease, but this is not 
the case. Tragically, someone 
recently died in Wales after 
contracting measles, so it’s vital 
that we take this seriously. 

“We’re working closely with 
local GPs, Homerton hospital 
and other health agencies to 
encourage parents in Hackney 
to immunise and protect their 
children, so if in doubt, speak to 
your doctor.” 

Measles can be a very serious 


disease, leading to ear and chest 
infections, fits, diarrhoea and 
brain damage. 

Parents who cannot remember 
what doses, if any, of the MMR 
vaccine a child has had, should 
check their personal child health 
record (the red book) or speak 
to their GP, health visitor, or 
school nurse.

‘We were right to refuse 
to support Canalival’ 

YOU will probably have read reports about, or seen first 
hand, the aftermath of the Canalival event, which took 
place on Regents Canal on 1 June. I was appalled by the 
anti-social behaviour, noise and disgraceful amounts 
of litter that were left behind and I know that it was very 
unpleasant for residents who live nearby, so I wanted to 
take this opportunity to let you know what the Council is 
doing about it. 


The Council actively supports well-managed events which 
bring the community together and provide residents with 
the chance to enjoy our vibrant borough but, despite 
the fact that canals do not fall under our jurisdiction, the 
Council and police raised concerns about the safety of the 
event with organisers as soon as we found out about it. 
Predictably some people were quick to criticise the Council 
and accuse it of being a killjoy, but what happened over 
the weekend shows that we were right to refuse to support 
Canalival and to advise that it should not go ahead. 

Despite the organisers cancelling the event the day 
before, many people descended on Hackney anyway. 

Many stayed until the early hours of the morning and their 
behaviour was simply unacceptable. The next morning, 
Council staff spent over six hours collecting more than 
five tonnes of rubbish from the tow path, Broadway 
Market and surrounding roads. Local Council Taxpayers 
shouldn’t have to foot the bill for this anti-social behaviour, 
so we intend to recover the cost of cleaning up from the 
organisers. The Council has also written to the organisers 
to express our concerns over how the event was handled. 



The borough’s nighttime economy and its increasing 
popularity as a visitor destination are vital to Hackney’s 
local economy, but never at such a cost to our residents 
and local wildlife. This is one of the reasons we are going 
to consult with you on the future of the night time economy 
in Dalston over the summer, and it’s also why we work 
closely with the police to ensure 
licensed premises and promoters 
act responsibly. It’s our priority 
to make Hackney a safe, 
clean place to live - as well 
as an exciting, dynamic 
place to live, visit and 
work -and it’s important 
that we get that balance 
right.

PC Alex Edwards 
was singled out for his 
professionalism after he 
saved the life of a child who 
had stopped breathing. PC 
Edwards was off duty when 
he heard a mother shouting 
and screaming. His prompt 
actions in performing CPR 
saved the child’s life; who 
began breathing before an 
ambulance arrived.

HACKNEY’S noise pollution team has been offering advice 
to residents during this year’s national Noise Action Week. 
The team works year round to help residents affected by 
all types of noise, from dogs barking and construction 
work, to loud music from homes, pubs or clubs. 

Noise Action Week, which took place from 20 to 25 May, 
aims to raise awareness of the help available. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Deputy Mayor, said: “It’s not just 
about clamping down on those who are being noisy - we 
also work with developers to make recommendations 
about how to minimise noise and to ensure that everyone 
understands their responsibilities.” 

Earlier this year, the Council successfully brought two 
cases to court where residents had complained about 
construction-related noise taking place outside permitted 
hours. In one case, the evidence provided by nearby 
residents was vital to the outcome, and the defendant 
was fined more than £2,000. In the second case, the 

construction company had to pay 
more than £1 8,000 in 
fines and costs.

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Changes to bus routes in the Hackney Central area 


TO help boost Hackney 
Central and breathe new 
Hfe into its high street, 
the Narrow Way at 
the north end of Mare 
Street will become part 
pedestrianised for a trial 
period from 15 June. 

Changes have been made 
to the following bus routes: 

Routes 38, 48, 55, 106, 
242 (24-hour), 253, 254, 


394, N38 and N55 will no 
longer travel southbound 
(towards Shoreditch and 
Bethnal Green) on the 
Narrow Way and will 
be re-routed via Dalston 
Lane, Pembury Corner 
and Amhurst Road. 
Northbound services 
(towards Clapton and 
Homerton) will not 
be affected. 


Route W15 will no 
longer serve Amhurst 
Road, Dalston Lane or the 
Narrow Way. Its last stop 
will be Hackney Town Hall 
and the first stop (towards 
Leyton) will be Morning 
Lane by Tesco.

Q: I collected a ‘No Junk Mail’ pack from the Council 
and put the sticker on my letter box, but I still receive 
junk mail through the regular post. Is there any way 
that I can stop this? 

NO JUNK MAIL — - 

A: The sticker (above) provided in the pack is only intended 
to stop people hand-delivering items such as leaflets, 
flyers and takeaway menus. To stop unaddressed mail or 
deliveries through Royal Mail you will need to return 
the opt-out card in the pack and sign up to the Mail 
Preference Service. 

Hackney households receive an estimated total of 
35million items of unwanted mail each year, weighing 900 
tonnes and taking 6,000 trees to make. To help reduce 
this, order a ‘No Junk Mail’ pack by e-mailing: recycling® 
hackney.gov.uk; or calling: 020 8356 6666.

conference on 6 June. 

Keynote speakers, 
including London Cycling 
Commissioner and 
journalist, Andrew Gilligan, 
and author of the ‘Get 
Britain Cycling’ report, Prof 
Phil Goodwin. 

Hackney has been 
recognised as London’s top 
cycling borough and was 
profiled in Prof Goodwin’s 
report for the All Party 
Parliamentary Cycling 
Group earlier this year. 

Speaking at the 
conference, Prof Goodwin 
noted Hackney’s 
commitment to cycling, 


while recommending 
the need for intermediate 
and long term targets 
to sustainable transport 
initiatives. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, also 
spoke at the conference. 

She said: “It’s fantastic to 
see that for the second year 
running we have managed 
to gather together so 
many of the UK’s leading 
cycling experts. 

“It is important that we 
host conversations like these 


in the borough, especially as 
one in seven of Hackney’s 
residents cycle to work, 
which is the highest rate in 
the capital and outnumbers 
those who drive. 

“What this shows is a 
keen commitment from our 
residents which we continue 
to build upon by educating 
young people, improving 
cycle infrastructure and 
making our roads safer.” 

Almost 150 people from 
all over the UK gathered 
to discuss topics including 
designing cycle schemes 


and balancing the needs of 
cyclists and pedestrians. 

Recent projects 
to improve cycling 
infrastructure in Hackney 
have included making 
Goldsmith’s Row car free, 
and the installation of new 
cycle racks with space 
for 10 bikes in one car 
parking space. 

Safety has also been 
improved on Hackney’s 
streets by implementing a 
20mph speed limit on all 
residential roads and a trial 
scheme for all major roads 
shared with Islington.

£39.4million is lost 
annually in London 
through medicine waste. 

As a result, it is being 
recommended that 
patients only order the 
medicine they need, 


return unwanted 
medicines to a pharmacy 
for safe disposal, and take 
medicines with them when 
they go to hospital. 

Dr Haren Patel, 

NHS City and Hackney 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: “Unwanted 
medicines in the home 
may mean that patients 
are not getting the 
benefit they could from 


their prescriptions. 

“It also represents a 
large amount of waste. It is 
estimated that at any one 
time £90million of unused 
prescription medicines 
are being retained in 
individual’s homes across 
the UK. With a few simple 
considerations, patients 
could help save the NHS 
millions each year. 

“We want patients on 


repeat prescriptions to 
think about what they are 
ordering and only ask for 
what they need and are 
running out of. 

“Any of the medicines 
can be dispensed when 
needed at a later date, but 
once medicines have been 
dispensed, they cannot 
be recycled.”

the story from last 
edition’s history 
page, after the 
London Orphan Asylum 
left its Clapton home and 
moved to Watford in 
1871, the premises were 
put on the market. 

The sales brochure gave 
a glowing description of 
the estate as ‘one of the 
ornaments of the metropolis 
with its handsome chapel 
. . . together with beautifully 
planted lawn and ample 
recreation ground’, but no 
buyer could be found and 
over the next decade the 
land was gradually sold off 
for development. 

In 1881, the Salvation 
Army raised donations of 
£15,000 to purchase the old 
school building, which was

renovated and adapted for 
use as its national barracks 
and Congress Hall, with 
much of the building 
work undertaken by the 
Salvationists themselves. 

The alterations cost over 
£8,000 and included the 
demolition of the chapel 
and excavation of a grass 
quadrangle to create a 
massive hall to seat over 
4,500, roofed with wood 
and iron and lit by 54 panels 
of stained glass. The wings 
which formally housed 
orphans were now home 
to 300 Salvation Army 
cadets, with classrooms 
on the ground floor, 
workrooms below 
and bedrooms 
above. By 1903, the 
hall had the largest 
attendance of any 
place of worship 
in Hackney, 
with nearly 1,000 


attending morning service, 
over 1,500 in the evening 
and 3,000 later at night. It 
was also the site of major 
events in the Salvation 
Army’s history, such as 
the lying-in-state of its 
founder General William 
Booth in August 1912, 
when 65,000 mourners filed 
past the coffin to pay their 
last respects. 

Films were also a great 
attraction, with the first 
screenings in Clapton said 
to have taken place at the 
Hall. The Salvation Army 
had its own film-making 
department, but a mixed 
programme was often 
shown. Any criticism of this 
was met by the riposte that 
many who came for fun on 
Saturday night returned to 
pray on Sunday. 

Cadet training at 
Congress Hall ended in 
1929 when a new college 


was built in Denmark Hill, 
South London, and three 
years later the Clapton 
buildings were renovated 
at a cost of £30,000. In the 
1970s, the Salvation Army 
moved to new premises in 
Lower Clapton Road and 
much of the old Congress 
Hall was demolished. The 
great central portico and 
its adjoining colonnades 
were left roofless and 
rotting, despite being listed 
on the national Buildings 
at Risk register. 

Neighbouring Clapton 
Girls’ Academy acquired the 
land for new buildings for 
sports, languages, science 
and technology. In 2003, 
funding was secured to 
restore the portico and the 
addition of the Portico City 
Learning Centre to house 
the school’s computing 
and technology hub, which 
opened in September 2010. 


From Mrs Salmon’s girls’ 
school of the early 1630s 
(see issue 306); through 
Newcome’s famed 18th 
century school for boys; the 
Victorian London Orphan 
Asylum (issue 307); the 
Salvation Army’s training 
college; to today’s Clapton 
Girls’ Academy, this site at 
the end of Linscott Road 
has provided education for 
children and young people 
for nearly 400 years.

The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

• 400g can/home cooked chickpeas rinsed

• 2 tablespoons tahini (sesame paste) 

• 1 garlic clove 

• 1 lemon, juice only 

• 4 tablespoons water/milk/live yoghurt 

• 2 tablespoons olive oil 

• Pinch of cumin (optional) 

• Fresh parsley and coriander (optional). 

Method 

• Put the chickpeas in a blender or food 
processor with the tahini, garlic, lemon juice, 
water/milk/live yoghurt, cumin and olive 

oil. Blend until smooth, or it reaches the 
consistency you’re after 

• To serve, drizzle with olive oil alongside 
freshly sliced vegetables (carrots, peppers, 
cucumber, celery) or toasted pitta bread 

•To give aromatic depth to the dish, toast 


some dry cumin seeds or cumin powder and 
sprinkle on top just before serving 
•For a bit of variety, try blending the houmous 
with fresh parsley or coriander. You can 
also roast the garlic clove and add it to the 
houmous before blending for a more mellow 
flavour.
